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MCH  Nominates  Helena's  "Festival  of  Chinese  Culture"      OCT  31 1988 


for  National  Award 
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The  regrant  project  "Let  a  Hun- 
dred Flowers  Bloom,  Let  the  Hundred 
Schools  of  Thought  Contend:  A 
Festival  of  Chinese  Culture  "  has 
been  nominated  by  the  Montana 
Committee  for  the  Humanities  for  the 
Seventh  Annual  Helen  and  Martin 
Schwartz  Prize. 

This  award  is  given  by  the 
National  Federation  of  State 
Humanities  Councils  to  the  state 
humanities  committee  which  nomi- 
nates the  "best  public  humanities 
project"  sponsored  by  a  humanities 
council  during  the  previous  year. 

The  "Festival  of  Chinese  Culture" 
was  held  in  Helena  from  January  26 
to  February  14,  1987.  The  application 
nor  MCH  funding  was  submitted  by 
the  Helena  Film  Society,  with  Dr. 
Arnie  Malina  as  project  director.  The 
MCH  awarded  the  project  $9,943. 


The  festival's  goals  were  to 
reestablish  "Montana's  lost  ties  to 
China  through  examination  of 
Chinese  culture  and  society  from 
three  perspectives"  --  China  today, 
Chinese  culture,  and  Chinese  stereo- 
types  held  by  Americans. 

During  the  festival,  Chinese 
experts  discussed  China's  present 
cultural  revolution,  current  opportu- 
nities for  trade,  cultural  exchange 
and  China's  political  relationships 
with  the  United  States. 

China's  cultural  complexity  was 
explored  and  illustrated  with  presen- 
tations on  the  many-faceted  rich 
fabric  of  Chinese  culture.  Stereotypes 
leading  to  the  misunderstanding  of 
the  Chinese,  as  well  as  the  Chinese- 
American  experience  in  Montana  and 
the  Northwest,  were  critically 
assessed.

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The  festival,  an  exemplary  public 
humanities  project,  brought  together 
a  wide  segment  of  Montana's  citizenry 
--  politicians,  academics,  school 
children,  business  people,  artists, 
homemakers  --  for  entertainment,  en- 
lightenment and  open  discussion. 
They  attended  numerous  and  varied 
events,  including  lectures,  film  show- 
ings, panel  discussions,  exliibits, 
demonstrations,  and  concerts.  The 
closing  performance  of  the  festival 
was  given  by  the  Peking  Acrobats 
(picture  bottom  left). 

Response  to  the  festival  by  those 
who  attended  was  highly  favorable. 
Audiences  and  participants  indicated 
the  events  of  the  festival  increased 
their  awareness  and  expanded  their 
knowledge  of  China  and  left  them 
eager  to  learn  more  about  the  Chinese 
and  their  culture. 

While  the  festival  was  a  reminder 
of  the  Inadequacies  and  dangers 
Inherent  in  relying  on  stereotypes  In 
assessing  another  culture,  the  more 
Important  function  it  performed  was 
In  providing  the  experience  itself  - 
the  fascination  and  joy  found  in 
investigating  a  culture  quite  different 
&x>m  our  own. 

We  extend  our  thanks  and  con- 
gratulations to  Dr.  Malina  of  the 
Helena  Film  Society  and  to  everyone 
who  helped  make  the  Festival  a  suc- 
cess. The  MCH  is  proud  to  be  asso- 
ciated with  this  festival  and  thankful 
we  could  provide  some  of  its  funding. 

We  are  hopeful  that  the  MCH  will 
win  the  Schwartz  award  for  its  nomi- 
nation of  the  Festival.  The  winner  will 
be  announced  In  December  at  the 
Federation's  annual  meeting. 

The  MCH  won  this  coveted 
national  award  In  1984  -  the  only 
other  time  \t  nominated  a  project  — 
with  the  project  "LOGON  '83:  Technol- 
ogy, Mythology  and  Literacy  in  the 
New  Age."  Various  Montana  State 
University  groups  and  individuals 
mounted  that  project,  with  Michael 
Sexson,  ..  Professor  of  English,  as 
Director.

Upper  Yellowstone  Valley  Focus  of  15th  Annual

frontier  women  and  loggers. 

The    celebration    is    the    formal 
"kick-off  of  MCHs  participation  in

MCH  Funds  "Learning  Habits  of  the  Heart"  Radio  Series 
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We  hope  some  of  you  have  had 
the  opportunity  to  listen  to  one  (or 
more)  of  the  monthly  humanities  talk 
shows  aired  on  public  radio  in  Mon- 
tana under  the  title  "Learning  Habits 
of  the  Heart." 

The  series,  submitted  as  a  grant 
proposal  by  Northern  Lights  Insti- 
tute and  funded  by  the  MCH,  has  run 
since  April  and  can  be  heard  on  the 
evening  of  the  first  Thursday  of  each 
month  through  next  February. 

The  series  is  based  on  the  study 
of  contemporary  American  society, 
Habas  of  the  Heart  by  Robert  Be llah 
and  several  colleagues.  According  to 
that  study,  many  Americans  have  for- 
gotten or  never  knew  how  to  talk 
about  things  that  really  matter  be- 
cause they  are  uncomfortable  with 
many  topics,  i.e.  death,  gender- 
related  issues,  aging,  religion,  and 
community 

The  study  also  shows  that  Ameri- 
cans tend  to  speak  in  slogans  and  ex- 
press preformed,  absolute  opinions 
rather  than  listening  to  other  points 
of  view  and  engaging  in  genuine  give- 
and-take  conversations.  The  result, 
Bellah  and  his  associates  imply,  is 


that  far  too  little  meaningful  and  pro- 
ductive dialogue  occurs. 

This  radio  series,  planned  and 
conducted  by  Dan  Kemmis  of 
Missoula  and  several  other  advisors, 
invites  the  listening  audience  to 
engage  In  open  conversation  about 
uncomfortable  topics  with  Dan  and 
his  guests,  as  well  as  with  one  anoth- 
er. Each  show  opens  with  brief  back- 
ground presentations  by  guests 
chosen  for  their  expertise  and 
interest  in  that  month's  topic. 

Usually,  the  guests  represent 
rather  different  points  of  view,  pro- 
viding a  context  from  the  beginning 
for  discussion  and  audience  com- 
ments. Following  the  background 
statements,  listeners  are  Invited  to 
call  in,  to  respond  to  what  they  have 
heard  so  far,  to  ask  questions  and  of- 
fer their  own  Insights,  thoughts  or 
even  stories  on  the  topic.  Dan  acts  as 
moderator,  inviting  further  response; 
and  the  guests  chime  in  with  new 
thoughts.  Open  dialogue  Is  encour- 
aged. 

Since  the  series  began,  topics 
discussed  have  been  "Death  and  Dy- 
ing," "AIDS,"  "Hie  Role  of  the  Media  in 


Civic  Education,"  "Tolerance  and 
Diversity  in  American  Society,"  and 
"What  Men  and  Women  are  Learning 
from  Each  Other." 

Future  topics  will  touch  on  de- 
mocracy, nelghborliness.  family  his- 
tories and  aging.  The  concluding  dis- 
cussion In  February  will  be  "Learning 
Habits  of  the  Heart:  What  Have  We 
Learned?" 

The  program  is  interesting, 
provocative  and  informative.  If  you 
haven't  acquired  the  habit  already, 
then  tune  in  your  Montana  Public 
Radio  station  on  October  6  (and  each 
first  Thursday  of  the  month  this 
winter)  and  become  a  participant  in 
these  ojjen  discussions  about  issues 
of  Interest  to  us  all.

•  The  Stack  Dominated  Our  Lives: 
tals  Manufacturing  in  Four  Monta- 
na Communities,"  a  project  which  re- 
ceived MCH  funding,  has  just  been 
selected  to  receive  the  Certificate  of 
Commendation  from  the  American 
Association  for  State  and  Local 
History. 

The  award,  bestowed  on  excep- 
tional projects  in  the  area  of  state 
and  local  history,  was  made  at  a 
special  ceremony  in  Rochester,  New 
York  on  September  15,  1988. 

This  project,  directed  by  Laurie 
Mercier,  oral  historian  of  the 
Montana  Historical  Society,  led  to  the 
development  of  an  exceptional 
exhibit.  The  exhibit  consists  of  oral 
histories  and  photographs  focusing 
on  four  Montajia  communities  where 
residents'  lives  have  h)een  dominated 
by  the  presence  of  metal  manufactur- 
ing plants.  These  communities  are 
Anaconda,  Black  Eagle,  Columbia 
Falls  and  East  Helena. 

When  the  exhibit  opened  in  each 
of  those  four  communities  last  year, 
large  crowds  attended.  The  exhibit 
was  accompanied  by  a  variety  of 
sjjeclal  events,  such  as  slide  shows 
and  performances  of  "Voices"  by  the 
^Igilante  Players. 


For  this  outstanding  work,  and  for 
her  other  contributions  in  the  field  of 
state  and  local  history,  Laurie  Merci- 
er was  awarded  the  coveted  Nancy 
Hanks  Memorial  Award  Jot  Profes- 
sional Excellence  by  the  American 
Association  for  State  and  Local  His- 
tory.
